North’s two diamond bid is a 
cue bid and shows first or 
second round control and a big 
hand.

So you bid one heart, in case 
the bidder was strong, in an 
effort not to miss a game in 
hearts. Back comes two spades, 
a game forcing bid. So you 
sign off with three hearts. 
Three no-trumps by the bidder. 
With the idea of the Stayman 
system you bid four hearts, be- 
cause the hand is too weak as no- 
trumper’s dummy. Bidder goes 
on to four no-trumps and makes 
you think he may have the bub- 
bles up in his head. There is no 
way of stopping him. 

The sequence of bidding is 
known as an impossible. If the 
bidder saw the slam, why did 
he bid three no-trumps which 
could have been passed by the 
responder? Therefore, his three- 
no-trump or four no-trump is 
definitely wrong. 

East had to play the hand at 
five hearts and the dummy 
came down as follows:

South led with the jack of 
spades. For East to be able to 
make the bid, the heart ace and 
club queen had to be with 
South.

He found the ace of hearts in 
South, but North was with 
singleton club ace. Therefore, 
as South shifted to clubs, they 
ping-ponged and set the bid for 
two.

Recognized by more than 50 na- 
tions, a member of the United 
Nations Organization. and guid- 
ed by its own natural good 
sense it knows how to choose 
its true friends; and history has 
shown, more than once, that 
forced alliances have never suc- 
ceeded or lasted. 

Today the indecision of the 
first few years has practically 
ended. The present Royal Gov- 
ernment, of which the forma- 
tion goes back to more than a 
year, and in which there enter- 
ed, for the first time, some 
“youthful elements,” is a gov- 
ernment that in its operation, 
breaks completely with the er- 
ring ways of previous cabinets. 
The presence of youthful ele- 
ments, the real strength of the 
nation, their new ideas which 
they see to put into concrete 
form, may lead foreign observ- 
ers to consider it as “revolu- 
tionary,” and some, with the 
design of propaganda, to treat it 
as “dictatorial.” 

Certainly, there is a reaction 
but there is not the shadow of 
a dictatorship. If classical par- 
liamentarianism has succeeded 
in some parts of the world, it 
has not had the same fortune in 
Laos; the experience undergone 
from 1949 to 1957 was nearly 
disastrous. The reason is that 
times have changed. 

If the year 1958 has witness- 
ed the turning over of the first 
page of the history of independ- 
ent Laos, it has, at the same 
time, opened the golden book of 
Laos-Japan cooperation, illus- 
trated by the signature of the 
Treaty of Technical and Eco- 
nomic Cooperation. The year 
1959 and the following years 
will be dedicated to its carry- 
ing out. And it goes without 
saying that other agreements 
and arrangements will follow. 

The immense resources of 
Laos, until 
for lack of means, will provide 
a fine opportunity for Japanese 
technique. 

From this cooperation, nour- 
ished by the flam® of a fratern- 
al friendship of the two peoples, 
Japanese and Lao, there will be 
born, I am certain, a new peri- 
od of prosperity and well-being 
that will profit not only both of 
| them but likewise all peoples 
devoted to peace.

Left Arm Firm in the Sand Shot! 


The best sand trap shot 
can’t be made without special 
firmness in the grip, especial- 
ly in the left hand, and in the 
left arm (dotted line). 

The reason for this is ob- 
vious—a loose grip or a weak 
left arm will cause the club- 
head to “stop” in the sand. 
Thus, the clubhead will never 
get through to the ball, the 
follow-through will never be 
completed, and a missed shot 
has to be the result. 

In today’s photograph note 
how straight my left arm is 
—no suggestion of wishy- 
washiness there. 

Keep your left hand and 
left arm firm throughout the 
swing and you'll have taken a 
long step toward making your- 
self into a good sand trap 
player!

Worst Since War 


White Paper Dissects 
Shipping Depression 


The Transportation Ministry, 


in a 1959 White paper issued 
yesterday, on Japanese shipping, 
called for basic 
help the shipping enterprises 
here out of their plight. 


Due to the lowest postwar 
freight rates and the gradually 
increasing transportation costs, 
the white paper said, the hand: 
capped Japanese shipping com- 
panies can hardly pay the ship 
depreciation charges. It said 
they cannot fully, pay even the 
interest on their heavy ship- 
building debts. 


These enterprises, according 
to the white paper, are handi- 
capped chiefly by two factors: 
one, virtually no cotapensation 
was paid for their ruinous ship 
losses or damage during the 
war, unlike other major mari- 
time countries, a fact which 
Jeft the firms with no choice 
but to depend on loans for more 
than three-fourths of their ship- 
bullding funds; the other the 
world’s highest city bank money 
rates. 


With no signs of a freight 
market rally in the foreseeable 
future, the Japanese shipping 
companies, without any worthy 
Govergment protection, face 
ever-intensifying competition 
from foreign shipping lines 
duly protected or with enough 
internal reserves, 


Some foreign shipping lines 
are making themselves more 
competitive by using superhigh- 
speed ships; others by using 
flag of convenience ships and 
still others on’ the strength of 
their Government's flag dis- 
crimination practices. 


The white paper said that 
during the two years from 
April 1957 until March 1959, 
1,600,000 gross tons of new ship- 
ping were added to the nation’s 
merchant fleet, or the largest 
peacetime buildup, to bring the 
total tonnage 5,400,000 gross 
tons as of March 31, 1959. This 
is about the same as the pre- 
war level. 

According to the document, 
overseas activities account for 
about 90 per cent of the Japa- 
nese shipping activities. In the 
past year, the natiofi’s mer- 
chant marine carried a total of 
40,800,000 tons of cargo in the 
international trade routes, com- 
prising 34,900,000 tons to and 
from Japan and 5,900,000 tons 
between foreign countries. 

Thanks to the decline in im- 
ports and the operation of more 
ships, the Japanese merchant 
marine hauled 59 per cent in 
fiscal 1957, the white paper said. 
In the field of export cargo 
haulage, too, the Japanese ship 
loading ratio advanced from 57 
per cent in fiscal 1957 to 59 per 
cent in fiscal 1958. 

According to the Internation- 
al Monetary Fund formula, in- 
ternational freight payments for 
fiscal 1958 were $187 million 
against $178 million in receipts, 
leaving a deficit of $9 million, 
the white paper said. This is in- 
deed, a marked improvement 
from the $340 million deficit in 
fiscal 1957, it said. However, 
the document added that this

Referring to business results, 
the white paper said that under 
the influence. of the worldwide 
shipping depression, the gross 
receipts of the 53 ocean shipping 
companies, which owed the Gov- 
ernment the interest differential 
debts, fell by ¥45,600 million, or 
| 21 per cent, in fiscal 1958 from 
‘the level for the previous year. 
| Their profits before payment of 
| the shipping depreciation 
charges declined to a fourth of 
the fiscal 1957 level. Further, 
they paid only 40 per cent of 
the legally fixed maximum level 
of shipping depreciation. For 
the last half-year ended March 
31 last, only one of the 53 ship- 
ping firms paid a dividend. This 
is in sharp contrast with the 
shipping enterprises in other 
maritime countries generally 
continuing dividend payments 
despite depressed freight mar- 
kets. 


The white paper noted that the 
shipping enterprises here, both 
separately and jointly, worked 
to overcome the slump, bearing 
considerable fruit. They made 
efforts to lower chiefly their gen- 
eral administration and _ ship 
operating expenses. They coop- 
erated closely to maintain the 


stability of both liner and 
tramp freight rates. 
Principally, thanks to such 


efforts, the shipping. companies 
here did somewhat better bus- 
iness in the latter half of fiscal 
1958 than in the first half, ac- 
cording to the document, al- 
though the markets were in the 
doldrums of depression. 


About the industrial relations, 
the white paper said that de- 
spite the progress in the de- 
pression, the management-labor 
relations in the Japanese ship- 
ping industry were generally 
stable in the past year. It at- 
tributed the stability to the 
fact that far more ships were 
completed and operated than 
vessels laid up. 


Referring to the shipbuilding 
situation, the white paper re- 
ported a sharp decline in the 
tonnage of ships ordered from 
Japanese shipyards due to the 


tonnage of ships ordered in fis- 
cal 1958 was below the level for 
fiscal 1953, when the previous 
shipping depression prevailed. 

In the past year, Japanese 
shipyards launched 2,070,000 
gross tons, or 23 per cent of the 
world total, to retain their lead 
in the world shipbuilding cir- 
cles. 


As of March 31, 1959, Japa- 
nese shipyards had 3,080,000 
tons of ships under construction 
or on order, equivalent to the 
18 years’ work at the current 
rates of production as compared 
with the three to four years’ 
} work in case of British and 
German shipyards. Japan’s shi»- 
building capacity is larger and 
its shipbuilding tempo is quick- 
er, the white paper noted. 

With reference to the fluctua- 
tions of ship prices, the docu- 
ment said that as compared with 
the 1957-58 level, the average 
contract prices of cargoliners in 
the Government-sponsored pro- 
gram for 1958-59 were 23 per 
cent less, large cargo tramps 30 
per cent lower and oil tankers 
34 per cent lower. This decline 
is due partly to the relative dec- 
line in the demand for ships, 
but chiefly to the decline in the 
cost of the shipbuilding materi- 
als and a reduction in the pro- 
duction processes. The white 
paper called upon the shipyards 
to make further efforts to re- 
duce the cost of shipbuilding. 
At the same time, the docu- 
ment stressed the need to 
stabilize the price of shipbuild- 
materials, particularly 
steel, at low levels for a long 
time to come.

BOAC to Join 
In Boeing Jet 
Spares Plan 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
British Overseas Airways Cor- 
poration is to combine with 
other airlines in a pooling plan 
for Boeing 707 jet airliner 
spare parts to cut the costs of 
holding spares at overseas air- 


ports. 

A -.BOAC statement said, 
when the company’s Boeings 
come into operation, it will be 
necessary for spares to be avail- 
able at 19 airline’ stations 
round the world. 

Under the new scheme, the 
corporation will stock only sev- 
en different points. with spare 


parts. 

It is estimated that the plan 
will save each airline—among 
them Pan American, one of 
Britain’s biggest rivals on the 
Atlantic run—more than 60 per 
cent of the cost of holding 
spares. 

A BOAC spokesman = said 
Thursday that this was the first 
time such a pooling scheme 
had been worked out. 

Meanwhile, with full British 
Government support, British Eu- 
ropean Airways, BOAC and the 
independent’ British airlines 
will go to the International Air 
Transport Association confer- 
ence in September determined 
to press for a reduction in 
fares. 

Minister of Transport and 
Civil Aviation Harold Watkin- 
son told the House of Commons 
Thursday night. 

He said: “What they want 
is fare reductions on the Eu- 
ropean, African and Eastern 
routes. 

“I hope IATA will approve 
these proposals, because, if not, 
we will have to reconsider our 
position in IATA and see what 
we can do in our own area 
where matters are still under 
our own control.” 

Watkinson said, judging by 
the experience of the North 
Atlantic and the economy fare, 
the air world was doing itself 
out of very big rises in air line 
passengers by the IATA’s refus- 
al to have an “orderly and sen- 
sible” cut in world aircraft 
fares. 

Watkinson said the Govern- 

ment hopes to get a much closer 
Commonwealth link-up. 
It would take some time to 
achieve, but there would be 
such enormous gains in it that 
he was hopeful some progress 
would be made.

Cuba May Become World ’s 
No. 1 Producer of Cobalt

MOA BAY, Cuba (AP)—By 
the end of the month Cuba may 
be on the way toward becom- 
ing the world’s No. 1 cobait 
producer and No. 2 source of 
nickel, 


That’s the prediction of spon- 
sors of a $75 ‘million plant built 
near the eastern tip of the is- 
land, 


Richard V. Colligan, presi- 
dent of the American Moa Bay 
Mining Co., said that some sec- 
tions of the project will start 
production this month, if all 
goes well, and the remainder 
will be in operation next 
month. 


He estimated annual output 
at 50 million pounds of nickel 
and 4,400,000 pounds of cobalt 
from the open pit mines on 
brick-red hills surrounding the 
bay. The extensive nickel and 
cobalt ore supply was noted by 
Christopher Columbus in 1492, 

The Moa Bay Co., a subsidiary 
of the Freeport Sulphur Co., has 
just about finished all the facili- 
ties for extracting concentrate 
from the rich ore. Disturbances 
of the Cuban civil war—includ- 
ing kidnaping of nine key en- 
gineers by forces under Raul 
Castro—failed to seriously delay 
the project. 

The U.S. Government has 
backed the project with a guar- 
anteed price for its total out- 
put, 

The Moa Bay Co. imported 
a $500,000 fleet of sturdy all- 
weather trucks to haul the ore 
—actually iron ore impregnat- 
ed with nickel and cobalt—to 
the first section of the plant. 
From there the ore runs by 
gravity in water suspension 
until it emerges as a nickel- 
cobalt concentrate. 

This will, be shipped to Port 
Nickel, La., aboard a converted 
Liberty ship, the Norwegian 
Sokna, for refining into the pure 
metal. Colligan estimated the 
freighter would make a round 
trip every 12 days, bringing 
back molten sulphur and spe- 
cial gases for use in the pro- 
cessing.

“exceeded all expectations.” 

Lynn A. Townsend, group 
vice president of the Chrysler 
Corp. in charge of international 
operations, made the annouce- 
ment at a press conference here 
to mark .the opening of new 
Chrysler international office in 
London. 

He said that sales of Simca 
cars in the United States alone 
took fourth place in the import- 
ed car field in March and were 
rapidly heading for third place.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
United States and France will 
open negotiations in Paris Mon- 
day on a new civil air agree- 
ment which could lead to a 
round-the-world route for 
French airlines, aviation offi- 
cials said Friday. 

The U.S. delegation, headed 
by Laurence C. Vass, director 
of the state department's office 
of transport and communica- 
tions, was due to leave here 
Saturday for Paris. 

Officials predicted the nego- 
tiators will agree to give the 
French independent: airline 
Transports Aeriens Interration- 
aux (TAI) a route from Tahiti, 
via Honolulu, to San Francisco 
or Los Angeles. In addition, 
they said, Air France probably 
would be allowed to start an 
Arctic Circle route between Los 
Angeles or San Francisco and 
Paris. 

These two airlines would link 
up in California, giving the 
world route for the first time. 

A new airport is being rush- 
ed to completion by the French 
authorities in Tahiti to enable 
jet planes to land. Im return 
for the ‘Tahiti-to-California 
route, France is reported willing 
to give reciprocal rights to U.S. 
airlines. 

Hawaii Airlines is anxious to 
start a service between Hono- 
A U.S. airline 
also would have the right to 
extend this route to California. 

Officials said the present 
Franco-American civil aviation 
agreement which expires July 
24 probably would be renewed 
for a limited time while the 
nt negotiations are conduct- 


During the negotiations there 
probably will be discussion of 
letting U.S. airlines take on pas- 
sengers in Paris for routes ex- 
tending beyond Paris to north- 
ern and southern Europe. Amer- 
ican carriers want such rights.

Canada-Japan Textile

May Machine Orders 
Show Drop From April 


Machine orders placed for 
May with 127 machine makers 
amounted to ¥44,900 million or 
a drop of 43 per cent from 
the. previous month, the Econo- 
mic Planning Agency announc- 
ed yesterday. 

As compared with the like 
period of the previous year, 
however, the figure represented 
a marked 66.6 per cent increase, 
the announcement said. 

Of the orders, domestic de- 
mand accounted for ¥36,100 mil- 
lion, foreign demand ¥6,400 mil- 
lion and others ¥2,400 million. 

The domestic demand de- 
creased by 14.1 per cent while 
the foreign demand increased 
by a remarkable 164.2 per cent.

, there must be something about stand- 
ing on a platform above others and talking down to them 
that gives a person a feeling of superiority. This can be 
true even when the audience is a group of young school- 
children. It may be this which drives the Japan Teachers 
Union to put itself above the Government and above the 


people of Japan. 


Teachers have to be clothed in authority to maintain 
discipline over their pupils. But standing on a lectern all 
day teaching children doesn’t make them any wiser or 
make them better leaders than ordinary men and women. 
In fact, unless they watch out, their views are likely to 
become narrow and immature. 

Our teachers, as a group, are the most poorly paid 
professional people in the,country. Few of us would argue 

their right to demand better salaries and better working 


conditions—legitimate union activities.

The Soviet Union’s food de- 
ficit has not generally been in 
grain but in animal products. 
Mr. Matskevich, Soviet Minister 
of Agriculture, explained to me 
in Moscow that the purpose of 
increasing wheat production in 
Kazakhstan and southern Sibe- 
ria is to free areas in central 
Russia, the Ukraine and the 
northern Caucasus for corn to 
feed cattle. 

Within a few years, Khrush- 
chev has promised that the pro- 
duction of milk, butter and meat 
will equal American consump- 
tion levels.

Matskevich, corn planting has 
increased sevenfold in the past 
few years. This year nearly 50 
million acres are sown to corn, 
two-thirds of it for silage. Since 
he visited the United States 
Matskevich has introduced im- 
proved double-hybrids which, he 
told me, have increased corn 
yields per acre by as much as 
30 per cent. 

As one Soviet official in north- 
ern Kazakhstan told me, the vir- 
gin lands have a double claim 
to their title. A few miles 
across the steppe from the Vik- 
torov State Farm is the town 2f 
Rudni, only four years old, but 
with over 40,000 inhabitants. 
It houses the workers who are 
opening up two of the Soviet 
Union’s largest open cast iron 
mines with proven reserves 
totalling a billion and a half 
tons of high grade iron ore. 

The overburden, varying in 
depth from 120 to 400 feet, 
covers ore veins 150 to 900 feet 
wide and two miles long and 
from 1,500 to 2,500 feet deep. 
The first pit is already produc- 
ing ore averaging 47 per cent 
iron content which can be con- 
centrated to 60 per cent. When 
both pits are in full production 
they will produce up to 26 mil- 
lion tons a year.

Here another town is rising out 
of the bleak steppe and already 
houses 22,000 workers living in 
permanent houses or individual 
bungalows. 

The first of its four blast 
furnaces is scheduled to go into 
production by the end of the 
year. When in full operation 
the plant will turn out 3,200,- 
000 tons of rolled steel a year, 
mostly thin sheet. Nearby, the 
coal miles now worked by re- 
gular miners are producing 
daily 60,000 tons of coal—six 
times as much as in 1945 when 
convict labor was still used, 
thus confirming Khrushchev’s 
recent observation on the low 
productivity of convict labor, 

In its early days, Russia’s 
iron and coal industry was 
centered.in the district of Tula 
near Moscow. Today a Kazakh 
official told me proudly Tula’s 
budget is less n half that 


of the Karaganda Region bord-

Old Japanese books or paint- 
ings on Japanese paper have 
very often tiny holes eaten out 
by insects, often ruining them 
to a lamentable extent. The in- 
sect that does this damage to 
Japanese paper is generally call- 
furuhon-mushi (old book in- 


or paper. The @ 
culprit is its jae 
larvae The Joya 


full-grown female of the insect 
lays her eggs between the 
sheets of paper or within rolled 
paintings. 


The eggs hatch into tiny, 
light yellowish larvae, measur- 
ing about 4 mm. The larvae 
have strong mouths and chew 
the paper, emitting saliva. 

Furuhon-mushi also invade 
the bamboo stems of fude or 
writing brushes and make holes 
in the bamboo. 


After eating the paper the 
larvae become full-grown in- 
sects and fly away. The female 
returns to the books to lay her 
eggs. 


All books used to be printed 
on Japanese paper, so they were 
subject to damage by furuhon- 
mushi. Thus book collectors 
and lovers had a hard time pro- 
tecting their valuable books 
and paintings from them. 

As soon as the wet tsuyu sea- 
son Was over, they used to take 
out their books and paintings 
from their cases or storerooms, 
and spread them in the sun or 
in dry rooms. Each volume had 
to be opened to ascertain if any 
hole had been bored by the in- 
sect. 


Doyo-boshi or summer drying 
of books and pictures was done 
not only during the summer 
season, but also in the dry au- 
tumn season. 


Of course at present there are 
various effective chemicals to 
kill insects and preserve old 
books. Modern books are now 
printed on Western type Farm 
which is not favored by in- 
sect.

West Berlin Probe _ 


Outwardly Calm but Many Abandoning City 


By REINHOLD ENSZ 


BERLIN (AP)—A superficial 
look at West Berlin leaves the 
impression that the city’s 2,200,- 
000 people are not in the least 
worried about what will happen 
at the Geneva foreign ministers 
conference. 


But a responsible city offi- 
show that 
more than 13,000 West Berlin- 
ers have abandoned the city 
since November, when Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev launched 
his drive against this hard knot 
of democracy deep behind the 
Iron Curtain. This is one of the 
facts discovered by a dig be- 
neath the surface. 

At first look, downtown West 
Berlin is bustling and throbbing 
as never before. Million dollar 
office buildings are rising. The 
streets are torn up by a $47 
million project which will add 
five miles of tunnels to the sub- 
way system. More tourists 
than ever are strolling down 
the main shopping street, the 
Kurfuerstendam, eying well- 
stocked store windows and won- 
dering which night club has 
the prettiest girls. Unemploy- 
ment is down to less than 55,- 
000, the lowest figure in West 
Berlin's récord. 

Ask a West Berliner if he has 
any fear that the city wil] be 
sold down the river during the 
East-West negotiations in Gen- 
eva, and he most likely will 
come up with something like 
this: 


“Nothing will happen as long 
as they keep on negotiating, 
or “it’s too hot to think about 
politics.” 

But if you probe deeper, city 
officials will admit that one of 
the big reasons for the drop in 
unemployment is that thousands 
of persons have left, to find a 
more secure future in the West. 

This is the first time since 
World War II that West Ber- 
lin's population curve has show- 
ed a steady downward trend. 

Although office buildings are 
being constructed, private home 
building has diminished to the 
vanishing point. Said one archi- 
tect: 


“I know of no one who is 


starting to build a house now. 


My business has disappeared 
and I'm going West.” 


In his public speeches, Mayor 
Willy Brandt radiates optimism. 
Over and over, he tells his peo- 
ple that allied troops will stay 
in West Berlin and that all will 
be well. 


But privately, he and other 
top city officials take a some- 
what different line. They say 
they fear the Western Allies 
may sign some agreement whicn 
will be filled with Soviet booby 
traps. 

The first thing they point to 
is the West's offer to limit the 
strength of its troops in West 
Berlin. 

“This,” says a city official, 
“could really be dangerous, 
Suppose that in a year or so, 
the Russians say to the Allies: 
‘Last week we counted 500 
American troops entering West 
Berlin. Two hundred British 
troops and 50 French troops 
also entered. But none came 
out. You have violated the 
Geneva Agreement. 


“To the Russians, it would 
make no difference if an equal 
number of troops had left seve- 
ral weeks earlier. The Russians 
would stick with their claim that 
more troops went in than came 
out. 


“The other point that we con- 
sider very dangerous is the 
Western offer to limit so-called 
subversive activities in Berlin. 


“On the face of it, this 
doesn’t sound too bad. But the 
Russians could use it to stifle 
free speech in West Berlin. 
They could claim that any West 
Berlin editorial, or any speech 
which is critical of communism, 
is subversive propaganda. 


“The Russians would also 
claim that our refugee camps, 
because they give aid and com- 
fort to people who have fied 
East Germany, are subverting 
their system. 


“I can only repeat: there could 
be real trouble if the Allies 
aren't very careful about what 
they sign in Geneva.”

This story of the amazingly 
interesting career of 
former president of the United 
Press (now the United Press 
International) takes us to many 
parts of the world, introduces

and explains many strange 
situations. Hugh Baillie seems 
to have been everywhere and 
seen everything during some of 
the most momentous years in 
human history. 

The early part of the book 
deals with Los Angeles where 
Hugh Baillie was a reporter 
before World War I and there 
is an interesting account of the 
strange legal battle which saw 
the lawyer Clarence Darrow 
fight for his professional career 
against charges of jury bribery. 
Darrow’s greatest days were 
still before him, records Baillie. 
“His vitality returned, and he 
went on to his most spectacular 
triumphs, in the Leopold-Loeb, 
Massey-Fortescue and §co 


pes 
cases, Today he is part of the Y 


history in the history books, 
largely because of the cases he 
tried after his escape from Los 
Angeles.” | 

Later, Baillie traveled with 
President Wilson on the famous 
coast-to-coast campaign which 
ended in Wilson’s collapse at 
Wichita, Kansas, and hurried 
return to Washington. His suc- 
cessor, President Harding, is 
described by Baillie as 
pleasant, country-squire type, 
who frequently smelled - of 
whisky.” 

Baillie arrived in Berlin in 
the summer of the Hitler-Hind- 
enburg election (1923) and his 
interviews with Von Papen and

“I felt his evil genius was Rib- 
bentrop.” Subsequently, Baillie 
interviewed Mussolini who did 
not make a rticularly 
impression. “He was bal 
fact which he always hid under 
a field cap when he made 
public appearances. He needed 
shave. He had rather a lardy 
look. His brown civilian suit 
was rumpled, and his forehead 
was furrowed in a deep scowl.” 


A chapter in the book is 
devoted to King Edward VIII 


peperenrs. they have never 
blamed the King’s forced abdica- 
tion on ‘the gangsters and 
hooligans of the American press’ 
—as the London Daily Mirror 
had done in the final days of 
the great constitytional crisis.” 

Baillie was impressed by an 
interview with the late Pope 
Pius XII. “He radiated con- 
fidence, and of all men I ever 
met, he seemed to take the most 
genuinely long view, looking 
ahead for literally a thousand 
ears.” 

The former Argentine dictator 
Peron, as seen by the author, 
was “set up in pseudo-Mussolini 
style.” 

Not the least interesting of 
the episodes described are 
those of Baillie’s interviews in 
1945 with the Emperor of Japan 
and Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek. The latter seemed to have 
no inkling at that time of the 
disasters likely to befall him in 
mainland China. 

Adventures du the Ko- 
rean War are vividly told. “I 
had thought,” says Baillie, “that 
the magnificent accomplishment 
of our troops, during those first 
months of the Korean campaign, 
would be a source of continuing 
os and patriotism in the 

nited States. In fact, however, 
people tried to forget about it 
as fast as they could.” 

One can recommend this book 
to all interested in public 
affairs, not only for its vivid 
and picturesque episodes but for 
the light it throws upon recent 
events of great moment. Few 
men can have had such op- 
portunities to see the inside of 
things as Hugh Baillie or been 
more prompt to take advantage 
red b gr ng him it can be truly 
said, a “great reporter.
